TAFT TELLS f. ALR. 
HOW DEMAGOGUES 
SEEK RULE OR RUIN 


President Also Scores Extrem- 
ists Whose Remedies 
Are Too Herole. 


— —t—t— 
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Says Coming Upheaval Will Be Blood- 
less, but as Serious as 
Civil War. 


TALKS 10 CROWD AT ROCHESTER 


Rochester, N. T., Aug. 28.—On the eve of his 
forty day swing around the circle on which 
Republican leaders expect him to define the 
issues for the campaign of 1912 President 
Taft tonight announced himself unalterably 
opposed to the ‘‘ nostrums ot reform which 
he declared demagogues "’ and theoretical 
extremists" havé advanced for the solution 
of the problem of concentrated wealth in 
this country. 

The president spoke to the veterans of the 
G. A. R. and in the struggle which they went 
through fifty years ago and the one which he 
said now confronts this nation he found a 
striking analogy, although the struggle of 
today, he declared, will be blouwdless. 

In the end, the president said, the peace 
loving, straight thinking people of the coun- 
try will be victorious, but the fight itself 
may be the longer because it will be fought 
out to the end without bloodshed and the 
roar of the battlefield. 


Medicine Worse than Disease. 

“ Higher aims for the betterment of so- 
ciety, these new evils growing out of the con- 
centration of wealth and those combinations 
which, properly controlled, are a great good 
in the reduction of the cost of production,” 
said the president, have invited from the 
active minded of today suggestions of reme- 
dies that are so extreme that the medicine 
to man- * us seems Worse than the disease. 

“Those of us who are charged with the 
responsibility and sobered with the dificul- 
ties, find ourselves in the middle of the road, 
resisting the tendency te Socialism on the 
one hand and the inertia of reaetionary con- 
tentment with present evils and ambition for 
greater concentration of financial power on 
the other; but we are gradually solving the 
problem. 

“The present does not bring difficulties so 
great as you had to meet and overcome in 61. 


Slaps at All Extremists. 

“It may be a longer fight, because it will 
not involve violence, or the shedding of blood. 
but it must and will be solved peacefully 
and by the earnest effort of the level headed, 
the practical, and the courageous among us 
and by reducing the influence of the ¢éema- 
gogue and the theoretical extremists on the 
one hand and the reactionary influence of 
combinations f wealth on politics and prog- 
ress on the other. 

“The message that you bear with your 
experience and your success, to those of us 
struggling now with the problem, is that, 
however dark at times the situation sees, so 
long a8 we retain in this country a God- 
fearing, sober, intelligent people, we can 
count in the long run upon their working out 
safely and sanely the problems set before 
them, no matter how many mistakes in the 
form oft nostrums they may have been 
led mo by the speciousness of half-bakea 
theories of progress, no matter how often 
they may have been defeated in their purpose 
by the temporary success of undue and cor- 
rupt influence of concentrated wealth.“ 


Has Strenuous Day. 

From the moment he reached Rochester, 
about 9 o'clock this morning, until 9 tonight, 
when he left for Beverly, the president was 
surrounded by veterans. Je stood on are 
viewing stand for more than two hours in 
the morning while thousands of old soldiers, 
most of them in blue, many of them just tot - 
tering alors with the aid of friends, filed 

slowly by. Maj. Gen. Frederick D. Grant, 
Mayor Edgerton, and Commander in Chief 
Gilman of the Grand Army of the Republic 
stood with the president. 

Peace was really the subject of the presi- 
dent's speech to the veterans tonight, but he 
said he could not miss an opportunity to draw 
an analogy between the contests of th past 
and those of the present and the near future. 
He also discussed briefly the genera! arbi- 
tration treaties with Great Britain and 
France, which the senate foreign relations 
committee sought to amend, and which part 
of that committee labeled “ breeders of war.“ 


Talks About Treaties, 

In part the president said: 

“I do net come before you in opposition 
to the senate, and I do not wish to criticise 
the majority of the committee that has re- 
ported an amendment. I am only anxious to 
promote as full a public discusison of the 
questions now arising in respect to the con- 


Armatlon of the treaties as posalble, because 


I feel confident that a public discussion of 
the matter, followed by popular expression, 
will aid much in the clarification of the sub- 
ject in the senate itself, and will lead to con- 
vincing a majority of that body, and perhaps 
all, of the wisdom of the prompt ratification 
of the treaties as they were signed.” 

The first business session of the national 
encampment will be held tomorrow, when the 
election of officers will be Held. A mild sensa- 
tion was created by the charge thatGen. Mo- 
Birdy, candidate for commander-in-chief, 
was claiming the support of President Taft 
in his canvass. That brought prompt denials 
that the president was taking sides in the 
election or had expressed any choice.

Investigations, following the publication of 
the article, brought out a general conviction 
among produce men that the price board“ 
of the butter and egg board reguiates the 
prices of butter and eggs. It was even said 
that since the conviction of New York poul- 
try dealers for an identical offense many 
dealers had’ refused to serve on the price 
board. 

According to a few independent dealers

READ WARNING IN SLEEP. 


Club to Communicate with Author’s 
Kin About Queer Happening. 


Canton, Miss., Aug. 23.—[Special.]—The day 
before Myrtle Reed McCullough killed her- 
self in Chicago a group of members of the 
Clionian club here, composed of society peo- 
ple, discusséd her suicide. It came about 
through a remarkable dream of Miss Susie 
George, a member of the club. 

Myrtle Reed’s books formed the topic for 
discussion at the club meeting. Miss George 
read a paper upon The Spinner in the Sun. 
At the close of the paper she looked up and 
remarked: 

“Il am afraid you soon will see an account 
of Myrtle Reed's death in the papers.“ 


Paper Prophesied the Suicide. 

The statement brought forth a chorus of in- 
guiries and elicited the story of the queer 
dream the young woman had the nigut pre- 
vious. 

According to the story there appeared be- 
fore her a little slip of torn paper, bearing 
these words, in gilt type: 

“ That great hearted woman, Myrtle Reed, 
has only a few days more on earth. She 
will die by her own hand.“ 

She says other words upon the slip were 
underlined with red ink, but she could not 
recall them. 


Will Communicate with Kin. 

“This was the beginnirg and end of the 
dream; otherwise my sleep was dreamless, 
asserted Miss George. 

When news of the suicide reached here the 
next day it caused intense excitement among 
members of the club. They plan communi-

lough and have sent a detailed account of 
the affair to several prominent psychologists.

Health Department 
Says Tuberculosis Is Gaining.

DUE TO POOR VENTIL..TION. 


Wants Association of Commerce and 
Newspapers to Help, 


Steam heated flats and dirty air in Chi- 
cago are raising the death rate by tubercu- 
losis and pneumonia, according to E. R. 
Pritchard, secretary of the department of 
health. Lack of preventive knowledge by 
people who are obliged to be in positions fa- 
vorable to contracting dirty air diseases 
is the cause of the heightened death rate, he 
said in an address before the ways and 
means committee of the Association of Com- 
merce at the Hotel La Salle yesterday. 


Newspapers in His Plan. 

Diffusion of knowledge by means of news- 
papers as to the prevention of these diseases 
would mean the saving of thousands 6f lives 
in Chicago every year,“ he continued. “This 
should be the real work of the health depart- 
ment. 

Steam heated flats are a menace to public 
health. When the cold weather comes people 
close their houses up tight, and ventilation 
ceases. 


Need Systems of Ventilation. 

People living in steam or hot water heated 
rooms should have a ventilation system of 
some kind. Where there is no regular venti- 
lation system the doors or windows are not 
opened frequently enough in most cases. An 
efficient ventilation system could be made a 
part of any home at practically no cost.“ 

Health Commissicner George B. Young de- 
clared the department urgently needed more 
legal authority and more money and asked 
for the codperation of the Association of 
Commerce in obtaining them.

When he landed here Atwood in ten days 
had flown 1,131 miles from St. Louis without 
any mishap more serious than losing his way 
in a run from Lyons, N. ., to Auburn. His 
biplane has endured the test without damage. 
It was only because.of a slight wearing of 
the bearings of his engine that Atwood de- 
cided not to continue his flight tonight, but 
tc put everything in shape for smooth sall- 
ing tomorrow. His mechanics prepared to 
work on the biplane all night, attaching pon- 
toons for possible landings in the river. 


Will Fly Down the Hudson. 
Leaving here, probably early, Atwood will 
take a straight course down the river, flying 
over or near Kingston, Poughkeepsie, Fish- 
kill, Newburgh, Ossining, and intermediate 
points. His appearance over Rhinecliff, op- 
posite Kingston. will mark his breaking the 
world’s record for cross country flying, for 
at that point he will have exceeded by thir- 
teen miles the present record of 1,164 miles.

Judge Charges Completed Panel 
and Instructs Men as to 
All Verdiets.

Producers’ Association Makes 
Demand for Increase Oct. 1. 


NOT TO AFFECT CONSUMER. 
Retail Dealer Says 8 Cents Likely to 
Remain Figure. 


Directors of the Milk Producers’ associa- 
tion met yesterday and fixed the prices they 
will demand for their product. They will 
ask milk dealers to pay them an average 
of 4% cents per quart for milk during the 
six months beginning Oct. 1. 

The price to dealers during the summer 
months has been 2% cents a quart. 

J. P. Grier, , secretary of the association, 
last night announced the wholesale price for 
100 pounds of nik which dealers will be 
asked to pay for the product delivered at their 
bottling plants. There are forty-eight quarts 
in 100 pounds of milk. 


Prices for Next Six Months.

This will make the average price $1.08 for 
the six months.“ said Mr. Grier last night. 
These are the same prices we asked last 
year, but we did not get hem. We were 
paid an average of $1.86 2-3 for the same 
six months a year ago.” 


Producers Have 4,000 Members. 

The M.ik Producers’ association has 4,000 
members. They are farmers and dairymen 
throughout Illinois, Wisconsin, and Indiana. 
Milk dealers will make their six month con- 
tracis with the prodrcers next month, 

Chicago milk dealers do not plan to increase 
the retail price of milk, according to P. D. 
Fox, manager of the city sales department of 
the Borden Condensed Milk company. 


No Advance for Retail. 

The price will remain at 8 cents as it is at 
present,“ said Mr. Fox. I don’t think there 
ig any prospect of an Increase. I know that 
our company does not contemplate one. The 
present price seems to be satisfactory, and 
I don't believe any of the other milk dealers 
will try to increase it.“ 

Mr. Fox said that officials of the Borden 
company had not yet met to determine what 
prices they would pay the producers.

Later on he kept a harem 
in New York, and she left him. 


Harmful Effect Through Suggestion, 

“When the court handed down its decree, 
Col. Astor was forbidden to remarry in the 
state of New York, but in a short time he 
met a young woman whose family had been 
dazzled by his diamonds and his wealth, and 
he at once, according to report, has taken 
steps to go into some other community to 
marry her. 

“I think it is all sad and disgraceful. Of 
course, this particular case is only an inci- 
dent, and I mention it simply because of the 
widespread publicity given to it, and therefore 
the harmful effect it will have through sug- 
gestion. 

Tou know, we do things largely through 
suggestion. A man was walking down the 
streets of London and, passing a hardware 
store, he saw a long knife and purchased it. 
A few minutes later he met the Duke of Buck- 
ingham and cut him to pieces. This man, 
it was true, was demented, but the sight of 
that knife in the shop window suggested mur- 
der to him.“

In no other industry 
Can instruction of this kind be given more 
readily than in baking. Ine tendency in 
baking is no longer for the pupil to follow 
in the tootsteps of the master, carrying ouf 
the same daily routine. It is a great blessing 
that the apprentice system of learning a 
trade has so largely gone out of use.

Wheat and Oats Area Grows—No In- 
crease in Barley—Report Issued by 


Dominion Bureau. 


Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 23.—[ Special. I The area 


of spring wheat in the northwest provinces’ 


this year is 1,500,000 acres more than last 
year and of oats 341,000 acres, but no in- 
crease is shown for barley. 

The yield of hay and clover is estimated 
at 12,189,000 tons for Canada, being 1.43 tons 
an acre, and the largest yields for provinces 
are 4,736,000 tons in Ontario, 5,028,000 tons 
in Quebec, 284.000 tons in Prince Edward 
Island, 941,000 tons in Nova Scotia, and 886,- 
000 tons in New Brunswick. 

This is what a crop report just issued by 
the dominion census and statistics bureay 
says. It adds: 

Compared with last year’s erops in the 
northwest provinces, the condition of spring 
wheat in Manitoba, south of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway, is 88 to 39, of oats, 88 
to 38, and of barley 85 to 34, and north of the 
Same railway the condition is 92 to 77 for 
wheat, 90 to 72 for oats, and 88 to SO for bar- 
ley. In Saskatchewan south of township 
twenty-five the condition of wheat is 90 to 
69, oats 88 to 61, and barley 89 to 88
